of school trustees classified all the 
schools of the county in accordance 
with “Section lo, Texas School Laws 
for

lows : 
1. All one-teacher schools shall be 
elem entary schools and shall teach 
only the first seven grades- 
2. Al! two-teacher schools shall bo 
classed a x elementary high schools and 
shall teach the first seven grades; anil 
in addition, shall be eligible to teach 
the eighth grade and may teach the 
ninth 
grade on 
special 
permission 
from the county board when it is 
shown that the district has three or 
more Im ma fide pupils in the ninth 
grade who are inaccessible to a con­ 
venient high school maintaining the 
ninth

six of last year’s teachers', while 18 
of the teachers will be new on the job. 
This means that three-fourths of the 
teachers in tho one-teacher schools 
will be new on the jobs and only one- 
fourth will have taught in the same 
position I ie fore.
